The settlement is actually the

To choose wisely among com­ 
mercial limes, one must consider the 
analysis and the delivered price 
A guaranteed analysis is required 
to protect' the farmer against mis­ 
representation, but no law can com­ 
pel him to read and consider it 
Hydrated lime and burned lime anal­ 
yses are usually expressed as cal­ 
cium oxide and magnesium oxide. 
These may be added together to 
get the “ total oxide” which is the 
measure of value. 
A good hydrat­ 
ed lime should contain 65 to 75 
per cent of total oxide, while a 
good burned or ground burned lime 
should show 75 to 85 per cent or 
even hiller. 
All other forms of lime, such as
